The Fire Brigade will be carrying 
out certain exercises, and flares. will 
be It in certain parts of the city to 
simulate fires, 

It has also’ been decided that dim- 
med navigatlon Nghts may be used 
by the Star Ferry,. 
Yaumatl Ferry, and the Fire Floats, 

In these exercises, the black-out 
will automatically commence at sun- 
set (6.26 p.m.) on February 26, und 
remain in force until sunrise (0.48 
um.) on March 1. 

The Government Black-out ‘Order of 
1940 will be strictly enforced dur- 
Ing. this period from sunset onwards, 
and the general public should observe 
ine following: points. .

The use of 
headlights on motor vehicles is pro- 
hibited; in other lamps the bulb 
must not exceed 7 watts in power, 
Roads transport vehicles employed 
on Naval, Military, Alr Force, AJP,

Shipping 

(a) ‘Lhe harbour will be closed to 
the ingress and egress, of shipping, 
and ‘no movements of shipping or 
other craft inside the harbour will 
be perniltted, except that a restricted

The Carlton was a’ tramp steamer 
built in 1924 for R, Chapman and 
Son, of Newcastle. Before being 
sunlit she sent out a-radio message 
-that—she-had—been—torpedoed—by—z'

Strangely, the investigators 
found they had to go to high 
pressures in the Inboratory to 
reproduce the low pressure 
auroral phenomena, and that the 
higher the pressure the better 
the reproduction. In fact, every 
“forbidden” line or 
band in- the spectrum of the 
aurora has now been produced in 
the laboratory; all were found 
in the auroral afterglow.

Plan’s Benefit ! 

Diplomats with which this plan has 
found favour pointed.out that it would 
triple the avillable Britlsh shipping 
for such transport and relieve two- 
thirds of the present warships 
engared on Atlantic convoy duty for 
use elsewhere or for intensification of 
convoy work,

CANADIANS TRAIN

RAY GUN 


A harmless ray gun which, military officials said, “shoots” 
with the accuracy and range of a medium machine-gun, is being 
uséd by the Canadian armoured corps in training at Camp Borden, 


Ontario. , 


By means of a light bulb, magnifying glass and lenses, the 
ray sun is “fired” in exactly the same way as an ordinary machine 


gun, 
on machine guns. 


When used in mock battles 
the gun will cause “casualties” 
by catching men in the flicker- 
ing light. Those “shot’: by the 
gun will have no doubt that they 
are hit, officials shid, becnuse 
even at ranges up to 1,500 yards 
in bright sunlight, the. ray - is 
nearly blinding in intensity at 
its centre.

Many German policemen and sol~ |. 


diera have been drowned Sn canals, 
and a large number of these are he- 
lieved to have been pushed into the 
water. In The Hague: alone ten 
miles of rallings have been put up 
nlung the canal banks. 

The Dutch police have been put 
under the control of German security 
police, and streets are In future to be 
patrolled in pairs, one German and 
one Dutch pollecman. 


Ban on Tricolour 


The Germans have prohibited the 
display of the Dutch tricolour at 
meetings or in processions, “because 
the Netheriands flag is too venerable 
for such occasions."

Nazi Fighter / 


A German fighter with a dead pilot 
nt the controls was encountered tee 
cently by ‘an R.A.F. sergeant pilot 
ever England. 

The enemy fighter, one of o num- 
ber of Messerschmitts which had 
been intercepted by oa Hurricane 
squadron, was singled out by the ser- 
geant pilot, who was surprised to find 
that his opponent took no evasive 
action when attacked and began to 
louse helght in a gentle dive, 

Investigated 

Deciding that, the strange tactics 
required further Investigation, the 
sergeant pilot ‘closed up and flew 
alongside the Messerschmitt, 

“When I looked into the cockpit I 
saw the German pilot crumpled up 
and lying forwarded in his seat,” he 
said afterwards. “He was -dead, I 
am sure, but I decided to stay, around 
for a bit Jonger and sce what happen- 
ed. I kept -alongside that German 
for quite a few minutes and then 
-flew—round—nnd-round—but-stili-the 
ventle dive continued. Then the 
Messerschmitt slowly turned, dropp- 
ed into a spin, ond, still’ spinning, 
crashed to the the ground.”
